To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers. 

To  act  in  relation  to  the  list  of  jurors  prepared  by  the  selectmen. 
To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Art.  8.     To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  treasurer  to  borrow  such  sums 
of  money  as  may  be  required  for  the  payments  of  the  demands 
upon  him  in  anticipation  of  the  taxes  of  the  ensuing  year,  and 
payable  therefrom.
